Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1. 1971. 


2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement ot doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictltous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the

ANSWER: Yes, provr— 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk tor 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of ^ each five 
year period if there has been an/ change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one.

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8'/2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council tor forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes.

How About the State Money Surplus? 


are climbing, state spending 
is running slightly lower 
than earlier project ions. 
During fiscal year 1971-72, 
public school enrollments 
did not keep lup with pro¬ 
jections and llie state saved 
S34 million in. sdhool appor- 
lionmonts; reforms in the 
welfare program netted an 
additional $32 million in 
savings. All totaled, in the 
last two fiscal years, state 
fpending is running about 
$119 million behind earlier 
forecasts. 

It was on the basis of 
Ihese higher costs and lower 
revenue project.s that the 
legislature passed a major 
tax reform measure during 
the 1972 session. That hill, 
SB 90, called for a one-ce.nt 
increase in the salo.s tax this 
June to help finance a re¬ 
duction in property taxes 
and about half a billion 
dollars in new school mom^y. 
A portion of that new .school 
money is to roll back high- 
er than-avorage property tax 
rates in low wealth school 
districts. Senate Bill 90 al.so 
piovided a hike in the Biink 
and Corporations Tax and a 
reduction in the Business In¬ 
ventory Tax. 

A [KU'tion of the budget 
.suTiplus, which was already 
beginning to appear in mid- 
1972, was used in addition 
to the sales tax increase to 
])rovide money for SB 90. 

The major effects of that 
bill are an increase in tlie 
homeowners’ property tax 
('xemption from $750 a year 
to $1,750 a year for 1973-74, 
and a $561 million increnso 
in school funds. 

So, our surplus actually

; ces: (Da healthier economy 
which produced larger swms 
of tax revenues and the 
withholding of income taxes, 
and (2) a decline in the 
growth rate of total state 
spending. 

Furthermore, it is inter¬ 
esting to note that if that 
surplus oanti.niuod uncheck¬ 
ed, conservative estimates 
■show it would amount to 
nearly $1.2 billion dollars by 
June 30, 1974. It’s highly 
doubtful, however, that the 
surplus will remain in the 
slate treasury that long. 

Various proposals as to 
what shoiuld be do.ne with 
the money have been .sug¬ 
gested. I’d like to give you a 
brief rundown cn these pro¬ 
posals. 

Now, it’s difficult to justi¬ 
fy the sales tax increase 
when we already have a 
major surplus. The Gover- 
,nor proposed 'haf 

increase off amtil January 
1974. Such a delay would use 
about $.368 mililon. Several 
legislators have propn.sed de¬ 
laying the sales tax increase 
even longer — a postpone¬ 
ment until June 1974 would 
ro.st nearly $600 million 
That represents a major por¬ 
tion of the surplus, hut it is 
financially feasible. 

But there are other pro¬ 
posed uses for the money. In 
addition to the .sales tax de¬ 
lay, the Governor has also 
propo.sed a one time 20 per 
cent i,ncome tax return, or 
‘‘rebate.” That means we 
would all pay 20 per cent 
less income fax this year. 
Suoh a “rebate” plan would 
cost tile .state about .$415 
million. 

Just what the two tax pro- 
po.sals — the delayed sales 
fax incrca.se and the 20 per 
cent income tax rebates — 
would mea.n to the average 
taxpayer is difficult to pin¬ 
point, hut Legislative Ana¬ 
lyst A. Alan Post has given 
us some idea. 

Fo- i.ostance, a married 
liomeowner, with two chil¬ 
dren, earninpr $15,000 a year 
would save the same tax- 
year if the sales tax hike 
was delayed until next Jan¬ 
uary. The income tax credit 
would have tiie .same t a x - 
payer about $40, for a total 
tax .savings of $73 from the 
two programs. About $60 tf; 
$70 would he the saving.s for 
the average taxpayer in 
California. 

This is a one-lime savings 
from the use of the .siurplus, 
but the Gowrnor has gone 
eve.n farther by proposi,ng a 
permanent income tax re¬ 
duction and a ceiling on just 
Iiow much the State cbn col¬ 
lect in taxes. He Is asking 
for a.n ongoi.ng 10 per cent 
income tax out and a con.sti- 
tiitional amendmeint, subject 
to a vote of the people, to 
virtually put a lid on state 
.spending, to be phased in 
over a 15-year period. 

The concept of controlled 
.state spending; is certainly 
worthy. I hope it becomes 
possible in the future to 
guarantee that the state will 
collect only tho.«e tax reve- 
riueis which are actually 
necossaiy for essential pro¬ 
grams.

It is not unprecented, but somewhat unusual for a 
Governor of California to go to the people, on his own, 
with a constitutional amendment, especially one, which if 
qualified and adopted at the ballot would put a tight limit 
on the amount of taxes that future legislatures could levy 
on the people. 

It is possible that Governor Reagan, by this action, is 
trying to tell the people of California they can not de¬ 
pend on elected legislators, now, or in the future, to do 
anything but vote higher and higher taxes from now on, 
and that if the people want taxes and spending to be con- 
trollc'd at all. they had better do it now by adopting the 
Reagan amendment. 

I had decided the same thing when I proposed tlie 
Jarvis amendment to limit property taxes last year, and 
which the United Organizations of Taxpayers tried so 
hard to get adopted. 

The Governor has several advantages when he pro- 
[loses a constitutional amendment. He has a built-in or¬ 
ganization, he can raise funds and he can call an elec¬ 
tion whenever he thinks the timing is right for the people 
1 o vote. 

'The governor also has more muscle with the press 
and broadcasters than private groups of citizens have, 
and he can use the office of the Attorney General of Cali¬ 
fornia to make sure he docs not get counted out by voter 
Registrars. 

In the event the people adopt the Governor’s amend¬ 
ment, and from it do get a meaningful limitation on their 
taxes, the political benefit to the Governor, if he runs 
tor President in 1976 would bo enormous. As it looks 
now, the opposition to the Reagan amendment is very 
likely to be lead by the several candidates for Governor 
on the Democratic ticket, so if the Govrnor wins this 
one, it would he a real plus for the next Republican can¬ 
didate for Governor of California. 

So the next few months, while this amendment cam¬ 
paign is going on, will provide .some very unusual political 
excitement. Tlie stakes are very big and everyone will 
liave a ring side sat. We will see a real battle between 
the affected power blocks. 

The tax spenders are going after the now $1000 exemp¬ 
tion the last legislature gave when they passed SB 90 
last year. The County tax rate is to go up 7 cents and 
the city rate 4 cents this year. It might even be more. 
When this is added to those who get an increase in market 
value, a big hole will be punched in the extra exemption 
granted for this year. What the politician giveth, ho soon 
taketh away. 

About 20 pi'r cent of the people knew this when tliey 
supixirted the Jarvis I per cent tax limitation property 
lax amendment last year, but tlie other 80 per cent were 
not convinced, so some of lliem just might wake uj) when 
they get their next tax bills. The sleeping taxpayer has 
always tieen a sitting duck. He still is. John Q. Citizen 
now pays 45 per cent of his Income in taxes. He moans 
and gi'oans but when you ask him to art, 8 out of 10 
just play dead.

Triple Straw Man 


Usually one expects a candidate for high political 
office to start - and maintain — his campaign on a Itigli 
note of confidence ... .a clarion call to hop on tlie 
band-wagon and ride to victory. 

Attorney General Evelle J. Y’ounger has a slightly 
different approach to his crusade for the governorship. 
Instead of the clarion call he offers almost a whisper. 

At an informal news conference last week, following 
a luncheon for reporters. Younger said that “Whoever 
the Republican (gubernatorial) nominee is starts off as 
the underdog." He cited two reasons: first, the fact that 
the GOP will liave held top state office for eight years 
and the public may feel it is time for a party change; 
second, "money problems.” 

'File money problems Younger laid at the doors of 
Richard Nixon and Ronald Reagan. Nixon’s fund raisers, 
he charged, were “ruthless” when they came through Cali¬ 
fornia. "They took all available change.” As for Reagan, 
liis big money backers, says Younger, are going to be 
busy running him for President and won’t do much fi¬ 
nancially to help Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke make a successful 
bid to succeed the Governor. 

Which causes a bit of a puzzlement. Since the Attor¬ 
ney General restated his candidacy for the Republican 
gubernatorial nomination, it would seem to lay minds at 
least that the draining off of important money resources 
from one of his most potent competitors would be welcome. 
Be that as it may. Younger has perhaps unintentionally 
set up a triple straw man opposition: Nixon, Reagan and 
the Record. 

Which shouldn’t be too unwelcomed to his real op¬ 
ponents, Reinecke, Controller Houston I, Flournoy and, 
potentially, former Lt. Gov. Robert H. Finch.

California’s cities and 
counties this year will get 
about $19 million more than 
they e.xpected from highway 
u.sers taxes and motor ve¬ 
hicle license fees, and can 
look forward to 1973-74 ap¬ 
portionments some $30 mil¬ 
lion greater than this year. 
State Controller Hugh Flour¬ 
noy annoiuntfed. 

“Increasing sales of gaso¬ 
line and diesel fuel indicate 
the city-county allocations 
of higlnvay users taxes for 
1972-'73 will be about 4.4 per 
cent higher than originally 
estimated,’’ Flo'urnoy said. 
“The increased number and 
value of licensed' vehicles 
will raise those apportion¬ 
ments about 5.9 per cent this 
year. 

“The same elements arc 
expected to continue increa¬ 
sing the a,pportlonm e n t s 
during 1973-74, according to 
the detailed estimates we 
have forwarded to cities .md 
counties to assist them in 
planning their 1973-74 bud¬ 
gets.’’ 

Flournoy said the original 
1972-73 estimates of appor¬ 
tionments of highway iu.sers 
taxes to cities and counties 
totaled $321,100,000 but the 
actual apportionments are 
oxpectad' to reach the $335,- 
228,000 level.
